With that the convention went 
back to the tussle apparently to 
demonstrate that all sides were just 
as stubborn and unyielding on Mon­ 
day morning as they were Saturday 
night. 
There was no change in the vot­ 
ing until Colorado was reached and 
there McAdoo gained a half vote. 
Smith lost I and Davis lost a half. 
In Florida Smith lost I. In Illinois 
Smith gained 5 and McAdoo was un­ 
changed, McAdoo lost half a vote in 
Maine. 
Michigan switched its vote entire­ 
ly, going back to Ferris with 17 and 
giving Underwood 3. It took 81 
from McAdoo and 51 from Smith.
